No  local  occupation  appears  to  exert 
any  particularly  deleterious  influence  on  the  public  health,  which 
is  contrary  to  expectation. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Batley  News  of  Feb- 
ruary 18th,  1933,  which  appeared  whilst  this  report  was  being 
compiled.  It  speaks  for  itself. 

All  Batley  and  Birstall  mills — like  most  of  those  in  the  Heavy 
Woollen  District — are  on  full  time  and  there  is  likely  to  be  a fair 
amount  of  overtime  in  the  near  future.” 


POPULATION. — At  the  1931  Census  the  population  of  Batley 
proved  to  be  34,573.  The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  popula- 
tion of  Batley  at  the  middle  of  1932  to  be  34,550.

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BIRTHS. — The  Registrar-General  reports  the  registration — 
which  is  distinct  from  notification — of  465  births  in  Batley  during 
1932.  There  were  37  still  births  registered  in  addition  to  the  live 
births. 

The  nett  birth  rate  for  Batley  is  13.4  per  thousand  of  population 
for  the  year  1932.  It  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the  Borough, 
so  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907.— Doctors  notified  98, 
midwives  413,  and  other  persons  23  births,  a total  of  534  during 
1932.  Of  these  34  were  still  births. 

INFANTILE  DEATH  RATE. — This  is  58.06  per  thousand  of 
the  births  registered.  It  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
Borough  and  is  an  index  of  the  work  being  done  on  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  side  of  the  activities  of  the  department. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  deaths,  fifteen  in  number,  of  infants 
who  lived  only  a very  short  time  after  birth  this  figure  would 
have  been  the  source  of  much  satisfaction. 

GENERAL  DEATH  RATE  is  14.3  per  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion.

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(ii)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.— There  have  been  no  changes 
in  the  arrangements  for  (a)  general  nursing  ; but  (b)  nursing  of 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  during  1932  were  altered  to  the 
extent  that  the  Dewsbury  Joint  Hospital,  which  receives  infec- 
tious cases  from  the  Soothill  Ward  of  Batley,  being  full,  patients 
were  sent  to  the  Oakwell  Joint  Hospital  who  would  otherwise 
have  been  admitted  to  the  Dewsbury  hospital. 


(iii)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. — There  has  been  no  change 
in  the  existing  arrangements.  Facilities  are  provided  at  the 
County  Council  Laboratories,  Wakefield,  for  the  examination 
of  pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens.  The  figures  for 
the  year  1932  are  Widal,  4 ; Sputum,  40 ; Diphtheria,  344  ; Ring-  * 
worm,  1 ; Urine,  5 (2  T.  B.  ; 3 orgs.)  ; Miscellaneous,  15  ; a total

The  Batley  Maternity  Home  is  provided  by  the  Town  Council.

During  the  year  1932  13.79  per  cent,  of  the  Batley  patients  con- 
fined ill  the  Maternity  Home  were  living  in  lodgings. 

The  iuiml)ei'  of  iiatieiits  residing  outside  Batley  confined  in  the 
Maternity  Home  since  the  opening  in  October,  1922,  to  December 
31st,  1932,  was  249,  of  whom  29  were  admitted  during  1932. 

Ill  1925  it  was  arranged  that  it  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  all 
patients  that  the  cost  to  the  Corporation  is  much  greater  than 
the  amount  paid  by  individual  patients,  and  each  is  invited  to 
make  such  a donation  when  leaving  the  Home  as  their  financial 
circumstances  may  warrant.

SAd.  per  head  of  total 
patients  admitted.  On  no  occasion  has  any  contribution  been 
received  from  those  patients  who  reside  outside  Batley,  although 
each  is  aware  when  leaving  the  Home  that  her  period  of  residence 
has  cost  more  than  has  been  received  in  fees  from  herself. 
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The  total  nett  cost  per  patient  per  fortnight  in  the  Batley 
Maternity  Home,  according  to  the  statement  of  detailed  costs, 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  May,  1932,  is  £ll  10s.  4d.  Of 
this  the  Ministry  pays  50  per  cent. 

(vi)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — There  has  been  no  change  in 
the  arrangements  previously  described.  Superintendent  Horne, 
a very  efficient  officer  of  the  Batley  Ambulance  Brigade,  has  con- 
tinued to  render  most  excellent  service  when  called  upon.

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 


For  over  a year  now  I have  been  attending  expectant  mothers 
and  their  infants  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre. 

I cannot  express  too  strongly  my  conviction  that  they  are  both 
urgently  needed  institutions. 

Owing,  no  doubt,  to  the  widespread  trade  depression  the  health 
of  the  mother  has  suffered,  and  this  is  reflected  at  both  Centres. 

I find  that  although  the  number  of  individual  patients  at  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  has  decreased  slightly,  the  number  of  defects 
has  increased,  among  wffiich  dental  caries  ranks  very  largely. 

I note,  however,  with  much  pleasure,  that  there  is  a likelihood 
of  a scheme  being  set  on  foot  whereby  expectant  mothers  will  be 
able  to  receive  the  necessary  and  much  needed  dental  treatment, 
which  I know  you  have  previously  urged. 

I find  that  there  is  an  encouraging  evidence  of  increasing  desire 
on  the  part  of  the  expectant  mothers  to  ask  for,  and  follow  out, 
advice  on  various  points  wffiich  may  be  causing  them  anxiety. 

1 have  observed  that  there  has  been  a marked  tendency  for 
mothers  who  have  received  ante  natal  care,  to  come  with  their 
infants  to  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

On  the  whole,  I have  found  that  in  most  cases,  any  advice  given 
has  really  been  carried  out,  as  evidenced  by  the  improvement 
noted  in  the  condition  of  the  children.  I also  feel  that  slowly 
but  surely  more  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  feeding  and  care 
of  children  than  used  to  be  the  case. 

Much  of  my  advice  has  been  increased  in  its  efficiency  by  the 
careful  following  up  in  the  home  by  the  staff  of  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  and  it  has  been  a pleasure  to  work  with  them,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic.

— The  arrangements  made  for  dis- 
charging the  functions  of  the  Local  Authority  under  Part  I of  this

During  the  year  two  new  departures  from  former  practice 
were  made  in  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse.  From  the  5th 
of  April,  1932,  the  collection  of  that  portion  of  the  town’s  refuse 
amounting  to  approximately  2,246  tons  per  annum  from  2,480 
dwelling-houses  and  other  premises  in  West  Ward  was  let  to  private 
contract  for  a period  of  one  year  for  the  sum  of  £494,  which  gives 
the  low  tonnage  rate  of  4s,  4|d.  per  ton,  as  compared  with  7s.  8d. 
per  ton  for  similar  work  done  by  the  Corporation.  So  far  as 
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efficiency  is  concerned  it  is  due  to  the  contractor  to  report  that  he 
has  fulfilled  his  undertaking  in  an  exemplary  manner,  as  testified 
by  the  complete  absence  of  complaints  in  the  district  allotted  to 
him. 

With  regard  to  changes  in  refuse  disposal,  on  the  24th  of  June, 
1932,  the  Destructor  Works  was  closed  down  as  a forced  draught 
plant  following  a report  from  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
that  the  same  was  dangerous  and  would  cost  at  least  £1,000  to 
be  put  into  serviceable  condition.  Controlled  tipping  was,  there- 
fore, adopted  as  the  primary  means  of  refuse  disposal  in  the 
Borough,  the  Destructor  Works  being  retained  to  burn  by  natural 
draught  small  quantities  of  putrefactive  matter  unsuitable  for 
tipping,  slaughter-house  garbage,  and  diseased  meat.  Not  only 
has  this  change  of  method  resulted  in  financial  saving,  as  shown 
in  Table  II,  but  the  useful  development  of  otherwise  waste  plots 
of  land  has  been  made  possible,  and  without  any  real  loss  to  the 
cause  of  public  health. 

The  weights  of  refuse  dealt  with  in  this  report,  though  esti- 
mated, may  be  accepted  as  correct,  as  they  are  based  upon  the 
results  of  the  weighing  of  over  90  per  cent,  of  all  loads  of  refuse 
collected  during  the  years  1930  and  1931. 

As  in  previous  years,  and  following  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  collection  and  disposal  have  been  kept  as 
separate  items. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  summary  at  the  end  of  this  section  of 
the  report,  the  number  of  days  has  been  taken  as  366  (a  leap 
year)  and  not  the  actual  working  days. 

The  number  of  occupied  houses  in  the  Borough  is  9,986,  and  the 
number  of  premises  from  which  refuse  was  collected  not  less  than 
10,000.

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(iv)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  general  position  in  relation  to  smoke  abatement  has  been 
stated  at  length  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1928  to  1931. 

The  number  of  observations  taken  was  302,  as  against  295  for 
jhe  previous  year.  Engineers  and  firemen  were  interviewed  on 
25  occasions  and  24  notices  were  forwarded  to  offending  firms. 

On  several  occasions  during  recent  years  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  has  asked  that  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Hornby) 
should  be  engaged  to  conduct  a class  for  firemen  and  others  at 
the  Technical  College.  Mr.  Hornby  holds  the  Certificate  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  for  Smoke  Inspectors,  is  a competent 
and  entertaining  lecturer,  and  knows  all  the  furnaces  and  firemen, 
in  Batley. 

The  recommendation  has  not  been  accepted,  but  is  again  made.

The  houses  are  small  concerns  consisting  of  five  sleeping-rooms 
capable  of  accommodating  46  lodgers  in  the  one  case  and  four 
sleeping-rooms  used  by  21  lodgers  in  the  other.  One  is  fairly 
satisfactory  but  in  the  other  cleanliness  and  general  control  is 
unsatisfactory. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES 

No.  of  premises,  13.  Inspections,  1,163. 

Under  this  heading  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1929,  1930 
and  1931  reference  was  made  to  a Sub-Committee  which  had  been 
appointed  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  to  consider  the  history 
of  every  slaughter-house  in  the  Borough  with  a view  to  final 
classification  of  each  such  establishment  under  one  of  the  headings, 
i.e.,  ‘‘  Registered,”  “ Licensed  prior  to  1890,”  and  “ Annually 
Licensed.” 

As  a result  the  Public  Health  Committee  decided  that  the 
following  were  to  be  definitely  regarded  as  Annually  Licensed 
Slaughter  Houses  : — 

Private  Slaughter  House  at  No.  2,  Cross  Bank  Road,  Batley. 
Occupier,  Hannah  E.  Fisher. 

Private  Slaughter  House  at  No.  97,  Commercial  Street,  Batley. 
Occupier,  Arthur  Millman. 

Private  Slaughter  House  at  No.  6,  Batley  Road,  Batley. 
Occupier,  Reuben  Senior. 

Private  Slaughter  House  at  Victoria  Avenue,  Batley. 

Occupier,  Harry  Battye. 

With  regard  to  the  remaining  nine  premises,  whilst  it  is  supposed 
that  most  of  them  come  under  the  headings  ‘‘  Registered  ” or 
Licensed  prior  to  1890,”  their  classification  has  not  been  finally 
determined  by  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  whom  the  Town 
Clerk  reported  upon  the  matter  on  the  20th  July,  1932. 

It  is  important  that  a decision  should  be  reached  and  put  on 
record,  because  a lack  of  reliable  information  might  at  some  future 
time  prejudice  the  Corporation’s  position  if  circumstances  arose 
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whereby  the  closure  of  an  unclassified  private  slaughter  house  was 
desired,  and  the  matter  of  compensation  was  brought  forward. 

The  poor  condition  and  lack  of  general  suitability  of  most  local 
slaughterhouses  was  treated  fully  in  pages  36,  37  and  43  of  the 
Annual  Reports  for  the  year  1927,  1928  and  1930  respectively. 

The  adverse  comments  and  suggestions  made  therein  apply  with 
equal  force  to-day. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

No.  of  premises,  3 (excluding  Fried  Fish  Shops). 

No.  of  Inspections,  21. 

The  number  of  inspections  given  above  does  not  represent  the 
actual  inspections  made,  as  two  important  premises  are  run  in 
conjunction  with  slaughterhouses,  and  visits  are  included  in  in- 
spections under  that  heading.  The  processes  carried  on  are  Tripe 
Boiling,  Fat  Rendering  and  Gut  Scraping.  The  premises  are  in 
the  main  satisfactory. 

From  time  to  time  applications  have  been  made  by  persons 
desiring  to  establish  offensive  trades,  chiefly  tripe  boiling,  but  as 
the  premises  proposed  to  be  occupied  offered  no  reasonable  prospect 
of  the  businesses  being  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws 
in  force  in  the  Borough,  the  applicants  were  discouraged  from 
formally  applying  for  permission  to  carry  on  such  trades. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS 

No.  of  premises,  57.  No.  of  inspections,  135. 

No.  of  premises  improved,  25. 

Steady  progress  continues  to  be  made  towards  raising  the 
hygienic  standard  of  these  premises  to  what  is  required  by  the 
Byelaws  relating  to  Offensive  Trades,  put  into  force  by  the 
Corporation  on  the  7th  February,  1930. 

The  necessity  for  newcomers  into  the  trade  to  obtain  formally 
the  permission  of  the  Town  Council  before  commencing  business,  is 
a valuable  measure,  and  one  which  is  reflected  in  the  better  type 
of  premises  opened  during  the  past  three  years. 

A fish  fryer  was  prosecuted  for  a breach  of  Sec.  133  of  the 
Batley  Corporation  Act,  1921.  The  defendant  was  fined  20  shillings 
and  costs.  His  colleague  was  also  similarly  fined,

In  pages  45  and  46  and  pages  34  and  35  of  the  Annual  Reports 
for  1930  and  1931  particulars  were  given  of  the  efforts  made,  and 
improvements  effected  in  respect  of  the  premises  dealt  with 
under  this  heading. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  during  the  year  under  review^  to 
advance  upon  the  progress  thus  made,  but  owing  to  difficult 
economic  conditions,  and  the  non-fulfilment  of  promises  to  carry 
out  certain  reconstruction  works  previously  given  by  several  owners, 
the  achievements  of  the  Department  did  not  come  up  to  expec- 
tation, notwithstanding  that  no  energy  was  spared  in  the  attempt 
to  obtain  the  maximum  of  sanitary  improvement  in  this  important 
aspect  of  public  health  activity. 

The  following  is  a brief  statement  of  the  improvements  effected 
(luring  1932  : — 

HOWDEN  CLOUGH  FARM. 

New  dairy  constructed.  This  comprises  a properly  lighted  and 
ventilated  building  constructed  according  to  approved  principles, 
with  impervious  internal  walls,  underdrawn  roof,  concrete  floor, 
and  fitted  with  water  supply,  gas  boiler,  sink,  and  proper  means 
of  drainage. 

Lighting  and  ventilation  of  foui*  cowsheds  improved,  together 
with  rendering  of  internal  walls,  improvements  to  pavements  and 
drainage,  and  general  repairs  to  external  structures  and  roofs. 

CROSS  BANK  FARM. 

Large  cowshed  reconditioned.  Floor  taken  up  and  a new  floor 
consisting  of  rear  walk,  manure  channel,  and  standings  constructed 
in  impervious  concrete. 
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GENERAL. 

Improvements  of  a minor  character  were  also  carried  out  to 
several  dairy  premises  occupied  by  retail  purveyors  of  milk. 

So  far  as  the  immediate  future  is  concerned,  definite  promises 
have  been  given  to  improve  three  cowsheds.  Further,  the  necessity 
for  improvments  in  other  milk  producing  premises  will  be  pointed 
out  to  the  respective  Estate  Agents  with  a view  to  putting  into 
progress  additional  constructional  alterations  urgently  needed 

DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS

All  the  above  three  classes  of  premises  have  been  kept  under 
observation  and  attention  given  to  nuisances  and  defects  as  and 
when  such  matters  have  arisen. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

There  have  been  sixty-six  inspections  of  rat-infested  premises, 
resulting  in  the  necessary  action  being  taken  by  occupiers. 

During  National  Rat  Week,  1932,  advertisements  inserted  in  the 
local  Press  inviting  complaints  to  the  Department  resulted  in  little 
response,  there  being  only  four  applications  for  advice,  all  respect- 
ing minor  infestations. 

A letter  on  the  subject  was  written  by  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  appeared  in  the  correspondence  columns  of  three 
local  newspapers. 

(vi.)  OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

There  has  not  been  any  occasion  during  the  year  to  register  any 
dwelling-house  as  Houses-let-in-Lodgings,  though  Bye-laws  are  in 
force  in  the  Borough.  The  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans, 
Sheds  and  similar  structures  used  for  human  habitation  continue 
to  ])e  useful.  As  regards  Underground  Sleeping  Rooms,  the  Regu- 
lations adopted  in  1927  may  be  placed  amongst  thoso  resulting  in 
the  greatest  practical  service  in  that,  together  with  the  Housing- 
Acts,  they  have  given  strong  powers  to  deal  with  many  insanitary 
basement  sleeping  rooms. 
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xiRRANGEMENTS  FOR  DISPOSAL  OE  THE  DEATf 

The  Batley  Cemetery,  owned  by  the  Corporation,  is  sufficient 
for  immediate  requirements.  Cremation,  which  is  the  most 
hygienic  method  of  disposal  of  the  dead,  is  making  much  progress 
in  this,  and  other,  countries.  In  any  extension  of  facilities  in  the 
future  this  method,  which  is  of  great  antiquity,  should  have  con- 
sideration, in  addition  to  other  ideas. 

(vii)  RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

No  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

4.  SCHOOLS. 

A separate  report,  being  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  is  made  to  the  Town  Council  through  its  Educa- 
tion Committee.  Matters  of  School  Hygiene  are  dealt  with  therein 
as  in  previous  years.  Reference  may  be  made  to  these  reports 
which  ceased  to  be  part  of  the  Annual  Health  Report  in  1926  at 
the  request  of  the  Education  Committee. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Department’s  policy  and 
activities  in  the  above  matter  are  contained  on  pages  50  and  51 
of  the  Annual  Report  for  1930.  The  remarks  made  therein  apply 
with  equal  force  at  the  present  time. 

As  regards  Better  Health,”  a journal  controlled  by  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education  set  up  by  the  Society  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  upon  which  Council  are  representatives  of 
local  authorities,  one  thousand  copies  are  distributed  in  the  Borough 
monthly,  of  which  five  hundred  are  supplied  to  various  elementary 
schools,  and  the  remainder  to  clubs,  reading  rooms  and  for  taking 
away  by  visitors  to  the  Public  Library,  Town  Hall,  and  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  supply  of  these  12,000  magazines  per  year  involves  no  charge 
upon  the  local  rates,  and  is  really  carried  out  at  a loss  to  the 
publishers  so  far  as  the  special  Batley  edition  is  concerned,  being 
only  made  possible  by  the  large  output  paid  for  by  those  local 
authorities  who  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  production,  together 
with  the  support  of  advertisers.  A request  for  a contribution 
from  the  Batley  Corporation  towards  the  cost  incurred  by  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  was  refused  in  February, 
1933, 
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In  addition  to  the  excellent  matter  on  various  subjects  relating 
to  health,  the  Department  is  allotted  space  wherein  subjects  speci- 
ally applicable  to  local  circumstances  are  discussed  and  explained. 
Thus,  opportunity  was  taken  during  1932  to  publish  articles  by  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  subjects  undermentioned  : — 

“ The  Public  Health  Department  and  its  Annual  Report,” 

“ Carbon  Monoxide  Poisoning,” 

‘‘  Contamination  of  Food,” 

“ Atmospheric  pollution,” 

Public  Health  and  Its  Relation  to  Nature,”

“Canned  Foods;  Some  Cautionarj^  Notes  for  Consumers.” 

SECTION  D.— HOUSING  STATISTICS. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  the  several  heads  have  been  read  as  a whole  before  the 
form  was  filled  up,  and  care  has  been  taken  to  avoid  duplication  ;

During  the  year  efforts  were  made  to  deal  with  a number  of 
the  most  insanitary  dwelling-houses  in  the  Borough,  with  special 
reference  to  Underground  Sleeping  Places.  In  all,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  acting  under  Sections  19  and  20  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1930,  made  58  Official  Representations  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  that  an  equivalent  number  of  individual  dwelling-houses 
were  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  could  not  be  repaired  at  a 
reasonable  expense.  Of  these,  33  were  Underground  Sleeping 
Places,  13  Back-to-Back  Houses,  10  Single-Back  Houses,  and  2 
Through-houses.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  rent 
recorded  for  the  Underground  Sleeping  Places — many  of  them 
consisting  of  a single  room — was  3s.  9d.  per  week ; the  lowest 
being  2s.  lOid.,  and  the  highest  5s.  6d.  per  week  respectively. 
One  seriously  dilapidated  house  was  rented  at  15s.  per  week.  All 
the  rents  quoted  are  inclusive  of  rates. 

Following  these  Representations  the  Public  Health  Committee 
recommended  the  Town  Council  to  make  Closing  Orders  in  only 
17  instances.  In  7 others  undertakings  were  given  by  the  Owners, 
and  accepted  by  the  Corporation,  that  the  dwellings  would  not  be 
used  for  human  habitation,  in  4 others  that  the  houses  would  be 
made  fit,  and  in  30  instances  further  consideration  was  either 
adjourned,  or  the  appointed  Sub-Committees  had  not  visited  and 
made  their  reports  sufficiently  promptly,  to  enable  the  Public 
Health  Committee  to  decide  finally  upon  the  action  to  be  taken 
before  December  31st,  1932. 

No  Demolition  Orders  were  made. 
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From  time  to  time  the  delay  occasioned  by  the  Sub-Committees 
failing  to  meet  has  been  considerable,  as  instanced  by  cases  num- 
bered 22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  2'i7  and  28  in  the  table  at  the  end  of 
this  section,  wherein  it  appears  that  Underground  Sleeping  Places 
officially  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  so  early  in  the 
year  as  the  20th  July,  had  not  been  finally  dealt  with  by  December 
31st,  1932,  The  table  referred  to  shows  similar  delays. 

Of  the  17  Closing  Orders  made  in  respect  of  Underground  Sleep- 
ing Places,  12  premises  were  vacated,  leaving  5 still  occupied  at 
the  end  of  1932. 

In  cases  numbered  6,  7 and  30',  the  instruction  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  to  Officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
to  prepare  for  submission  to  the  Owners,  statements  of  sanitary 
defects  and  recommendations  for  making  the  dwellings  fit,  was 
unfortunate,  as,  owing  to  want  of  light,  air  and  ventilation,  and 
the  existence  of  other  sanitary  deficiencies,  it  was  impossible  by 
methods  of  re-conditioning  to  bring  the  houses  concerned  up  to 
the  minimum  standard  of  fitness  laid  down  by  the  Housing  Acts, 
and  none  of  them  can  therefore  be  considered  fit  when  the  works 
specified  in  the  statements  referred  to  have  been  carried  out.  * 
So  far  as  the  Public  Health  Department  is  aware,  none  of  the 
families  dispossessed  through  the  action  described  in  this  section 
of  the  report  have  been  given  alternative  accommodation  in  a 
municipal  house,  the  reasons  being  (a)  inability  to  pay  the  rent, 
(b)  rejection  of  certain  families  by  the  House  Letting  Sub-Com- 
mittee on  account  of  the  general  uncleanliness  and/or  verminous 
condition  of  the  unfit  house  occupied  at  the  time  of  consideration. 

Exclusive  of  the  premises  already  mentioned,  7 dwelling-houses 
were  closed  voluntarily  by  the  Owners  on  account  of  serious  dilapi- 
dation and  general  unfitness  for  human  habitation.  Of  these,  5 
have  been  demolished.  In  addition,  8 Underground  Sleeping 
Places  and  3 Single-back  Dwelling-houses  against  which  Closing 
and  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  1931,  were  vacated  in  1932, 
and  the  single-back  dwelling-houses  demolished. 

A sanitary  survey  and  detailed  report  were  made  in  respect 
of  56  insanitary  Back-to-Back  Houses  comprised  in  a congested 
locality  known  as  the  Albert  Square  or  Hell  ” Square  Area, 
Batley  Carr.  The  report,  which  contained  a recommendation  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  the  houses  be  dealt  with  as  a 
Clearance  Area  in  accordance  with  Sections  1 to  6 of  the  Housing 
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Remarks.

Every  tenement  represented  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medi- 
cal Officer  of  Health,  unfit  for  human  habitation  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  various  Housing  Acts  and/or  the  Under- 
ground Sleeping  Regulations  of  the  Borough  of  Batley  specially 
obtained  in  1927,  and/or  the  Ministry  of  Health  Manual  on  Unfit 
Houses  and  Unhealthy  Areas. 

OVERCROWDING. 

On  the  21st  December,  1932,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  pre- 
sented a Supplementary  Report  on  overcrowding  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  which  adjourned  consideration  to  the  meeting 
to  be  held  on  the  11th  January,  1933: — The  following  is  a sum- 
mary of  the  Report : — 

‘‘  SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  ON  OVERCROWDING. 

“ In  September,  1931,  a report  which  dealt  with  the  circum- 
“ stances  of  some  177  families  resident  in  Batley  was  presented 
“ to  the  Public  Health  Committee  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
“ No  provision  was  made  for  the  re-housing  of  such  families  so  far 
“ as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  aware. 

“ As  Wednesday,  Decend)er  21st,  1932,  is  the  date  of  the  last 
meeting  for  the  present  year,  it  would  appear  opportune  that 
“ the  Committee  be  furnished  with  a list  comprising  all  the  cases 
“ of  overcrowding  which  appear  in  the  books  of  the  Department 
‘‘  on  Saturday,  December  17th,  1932.  This  list  by  no  means  in- 
“ eludes  all  cases  of  overcrowding  in  Batley  but  is  limited  entirely 
to  those  in  respect  of  which  (1)  statutory  or  (2)  informal  action 
“ has  l)een  instituted. 

“ The  Public  Health  Committee  is  requested  to  give  such  in- 
“ structions  with  reference  to  this  report  as  may  appear  to  the 
Committee  to  be  necessary.

‘‘  111  most  instances  the  ‘ moral  overcrowding  ’ is  deplorable. 
Summarising  the  cases  mentioned  in  this  report,  there  are  in  all 
^‘51  houses  occupied  by  356  people,  giving  an  average  of  approxi- 
mately  7 persons  per  house,  as  against  3.5  per  house  for  the 
whole  borough. 

The  total  bedrooms  available  in  these  51  houses  is  61,  giving 
“ an  average  of  approximately  6 persons  per  bedroom  irrespective 
“ of  age  and  sex. 

“ In  approximately  16  per  cent,  of  these  51  houses  reside  per- 
sons  who  have  been  notified  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and 
one  is  occupied  by  a registered  purveyor  of  milk.’’ 

(Here  followed  details  of  each  of  the  51  houses  referred  to 
in  the  report  above.) 

The  following  statement,  abstracted  from  the  “ Batley  News  ” 
of  February  25th,  1933,  is  of  interest  as  bearing  upon  this  subject: 

“ There  are  over  300  applicants  for  10  houses  now  being  built 
for  Batley  Corporation  at  Purlwell  Hall  Road,  Mount  Pleasant.”

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  Hornby)  has  compiled 
a portion  of  this  section  : — 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY.  There  are  sixteen  producers  of  milk 
within  the  Borough,  but  no  producers  of  graded  milk. 

The  following  licences  were  granted  to  sell  Graded  Milk  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year : — 

Certified  Milk,  6;  Grade  A (T.T.)  Milk,  2;  Grade  A Milk,  1. 

Pasteurised  Milk,  2. 

In  addition  to  52  samples  of  milk  analysed  for  purposes  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  and  referred  to  else- 
where in  this  report,  2 samples  of  Certified  Milk  and  one  of  Pasteur- 
ised Milk  were  bacteriologically  examined.

One  of  the  above-mentioned  samples  of  Certified  Milk  failed 
to  conform  to  the  requirement  of  The  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1923,  inasmuch  as  the  bacterial  count  was  44,950  per  c.c. 
as  against  a maximum  of  30,000  per  c.c.  allowed  by  the  Order.  As 
the  offending  sample  was  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  that  the  producer’s  premises  were  not  situate  within 
the  Borough  of  Batley,  the  administrative  action  necessary  to  cor- 
rect the  laxity  in  methods  responsible  for  this  adverse  report 
would  in  the  ordinary  course  be  taken  by  the  Licensing  Authority 
acting  independently  of  the  Batley  Corporation. 

From  time  to  time  difficulties  have  arisen  through  retailers  of 
graded  milks  failing  to  renew  their  licences,  notwithstanding  that 
it  is  clearly  stated  on  every  licence  that  the  same  only  operates 
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until  the  31st  December  of  the  year  when  granted.  Failure  to 
renew  such  licences  renders  the  retailer  liable  to  a penalty  of  £5 
and  a further  line  of  40s.  per  day  in  the  case  of  a continuing 
offence. 

The  differences  between  Certified  Milk,  Grade  A (T.T.)  Milk, 
and  Grade  A Milk  were  fully  explained  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1927.  Grade  A is  the  third  quality,  not  the  highest.

(b)  MEATS  AND  OTHER  FOODS:— 

This  important  section  of  Public  Health  Work  was  referred  to 
at  length  in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1929  and  1930,  wherein  various 
aspects  as  they  affect  the  matter  locally  were  fully  discussed. 

During  1932  1,077  visits  by  day  and  86  by  night  were  made 
to  slaughterhouses;  570  visits  by  da}'  and  112  by  night  to  meat 
shops  ; and  82  visits  by  day  and  23  by  night  to  the  market. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  and  their  organs  examined  in  local 
slaughterhouses  was  8,703,  consisting  of  1,727  Beasts,  213  Calves, 
4,691  Shee]),  and  2,072  Pigs. 

As  a result  over  8 tons  of  diseased,  unsound  or  unwholesome 
meat  were  condemned  and  destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  human  food. 
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On  reference  to  the  table  shewing  Surrenders  and  Seizures  of 
Unsound  Food,  Offals,  etc.,  1932,  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
amount  condemned  is  more  by  over  one  ton  than  the  corresponding 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  This  is  due  to  a rise  in  the  number 
of  total  condemnations  in  respect  of  beasts,  being  10  for  1932  as 
against  6 for  the  previous  year. 

Of  all  meat  condemned  in  the  beef  class,  78  per  cent,  was  for 
tuberculosis,  as  against  84  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year.  As 
regards  pigs,  84  per  cent,  of  the  total  weight  condemned  was 
for  tuberculosis,  as  against  87  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  clear  that,  quite  apart  from  the  public 
health  aspect,  this  single  disease  is  the  chief  factor  governing 
the  losses  which  the  trade  sustains  annually  at  the  instance  of 
the  Public  Health  Department.  If  this  meat  had  not  been  in- 
spected and  condemned  what  would  have  become  of  it  ? 

During  the  year  the  Department  had  an  interesting  experience 
in  regard  to  the  inspection  of  calves.  Though  normally  it  is  most 
unusual  to  find  any  evidence  of  disease  in  the  high  quality  calves 
slaughtered  locally,  in  four  separate  instances,  and  all  within 
the  space  of  a few  weeks,  definite  evidences  of  tuberculosis  were 
found,  and  of  a type  which  appeared  to  be  congenital  rather 
than  due  to  milk  infection.  Particulars  as  to  the  origin  of  each  calf 
were  communicated  to  the  Veterinary  Department  of  the  West 
Riding  of  Yorkshire  County  Council,  which  took  immediate  steps 
to  trace  the  respective  parent  cows.  The  results  are  interesting. 

In  three  instances  the  cows  responsible  were  successfully  traced. 
All  showed  evidences  of  tuberculosis  and  were  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order.  Furthermore,  on  post  mortem  exami- 
nation all  shewed  tuberculous  lesions  in  the  uterus.  The  question 
therefore  arises  if  the  congenital  infection  of  calves  does  not 
occur  more  often  than  is  commonly  supposed. 

On  no  occasion  during  the  year  were  legal  proceedings  in- 
stituted for  breaches  of  the  law  governing  the  fitness  of  meat 
and  other  foods  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

In  several  instances  offenders  were  called  upon  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee  to  show  reason  why  such  proceedings  should 
not  be  taken  against  them — chiefly  concerning  alleged  offences 
against  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  The  explana- 
tions offered  were  in  each  case  either  accepted  by  the  Committee 
or  the  offender  was  warned  as  to  the  consequences  of  a rej^etition 
of  the  offence.

Mr.  McKellar  visited  17  farms  and  examined  259  cows,  taking 
one  sample  of  milk  and  three  of  expectorate  for  bacteriological 
examination.

I have  again  the  pleasure  of  submitting  a Report  of  my 
Inspection  this  month  of  the  Milk  Cow^s  in  the  Borough  of  Batley. 
The  health  and  general  condition  of  the  cows  satisfactory.  We  have 
with  one  exception  a good  and  useful  class  of  milk  cow.  From  a 
T.B.  point  of  view  the  cows’  udders  satisfactory.  I note  four 
cases  of  mastitis  (non-T.B.)  under  treatment.  Strong  evidence 
that  the  milk  from  the  non-affected  quarters  is  not  used  for 
human  consumption, 
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After  calving  the  owners  are  more  anxious  to  have  foetal  mem- 
branes removed — a wise  policy.  On  this  inspection  noted  deaf 
quarters,  probably  due  to  a mastitis  or  injured  teat.  One  cow 
(B.  Hall)  a snorer,  probably  due  to  a polypus.  A cow  (Marriott’s) 
I placed  under  the  T.B.  Order  in  October  last,  post  mortem  proving 
Advanced.  This  case  was  detected  from  its  calf  on  being  slaugh- 
tered proving  tubercular.  A cow  (Marriott’s)  emaciated  I placed 
under  the  T.B.  Order  this  month,  post  mortem  proving  Not 
Advanced,  the  extensive  adhesions  to  the  chest  walls  due  to  a 
foreign  body  (wire). 

With  these  exceptions  no  case  of  a scheduled  disease  was 
detected.

(c)  ADULTERATION,  ETC. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

• PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PRESERVATIVES,  ETC.,  IN  FOOD) 

REGULATIONS,  1925. 

During  the  year  73  samples  of  miscellaneous  foods  as  detailed 
in  Table  I were  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
who  certified  62  samples  to  be  genuine  and  11  adulterated.  Par- 
ticulars of  any  administrative  action  taken  in  respect  of  the  samples 
adulterated  are  given  in  Table  II. 

Sample  No.  5 was  the  only  case  of  adulteration  where  legal 
proceedings  were  taken,  and  had  reference  to  the  addition  of 
water  to  new  milk  to  the  extent  of  4.7  per  cent.  The  defendant 
concerned  pleaded  not  guilty,  but  as  previous  convictions  had 
been  recorded  against  him  for  similar  offences,  the  magistrates 
rejected  his  plea  and  imposed  a fine  of  £5  and  costs. 

A further  comparison  shews  that  of  the  52  milk  samples  analysed, 
7 were  adulterated.  In  addition,  2 other  milk  samples,  though 
genuine  according  to  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  were  stated 
by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  of  poor  quality. 

In  the  Annual  Reports  for  1930  and  1931  it  w^as  pointed  out 
that,  compared  with  each  previous  year,  the  number  of  detections 
in  connection  with  the  sale  of  adulterated  milk  had  increased. 
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This  is  again  the  case  for  the  year  under  review,  the  figures  being 
as  follows  : — 1932 — 52  samples,  7 adulterated  ; 1931 — 50  samples,  6 
adulterated  ; 1930 — 40  samples,  4 adulterated. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  average  fat  and  non-fatty  solids’ 
contents  of  the  milk  samples  purchased  throughout  the  year  were 
more  satisfactory  as  compared  with  the  two  previous  years.  This 
is  demonstrated  by  Table  III  shewing  the  monthly  average  com- 
position of  milk  samples,  wherein  it  appears  that  the  average  fat 
content  for  1932  was  3.61  per  cent.,  as  against  3.48  per  cent,  and 
3.58  per  cent,  for  the  years  1931  and  1930,  and  the  average  non- 
fatty solids’  content  for  1932,  8.97  per  cent,  as  against  8.90  per 
cent,  and  8.97  per  cent,  for  the  years  1931  and  1930.  Samples 
Nos.  6,  8,  10  and  11  (potted  meat)  and  referred  to  in  Table  II 
indicate  the  necessity  for  a legal  standard  governing  the  sale  of 
this  class  of  foods,  some  of  which  would  appear  to  contain  such 
a low  i)roportion  of  meat  as  to  make  the  inclusion  of  that  term  in  the 
description  under  which  they  are  retailed  misleading  to  the  con- 
sumer. Three  of  the  potted  meat  samples  referrd  to  contained 
less  than  30  per  cent,  of  meat  solids,  the  water  content  of  all  the 
four  ranged  so  high  as  from  67.5  per  cent,  to  74.8  per  cent.,  and 
two  samples  contained  starch,  a substance  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Public  Analyst  should  be  foreign  to  potted  meat. 

Table  IV.  gives  the  results  of  examinations  of  various  foods 
for  preservatives  and  colouring  matters  controlled  by  the  Public 
Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  1925.  It  will 
be  seen  that,  in  all,  18  different  foods  were  examined  for  preser- 
vatives. Of  this  number,  11  are  in  a class  where  preservatives 
are  entirely  prohibited.  In  no  case  was  preservative  detected  in 
any  of  these.  As  regards  the  remaining  7 samples,  comprising  a 
class  in  which  preservatives  are  permitted  to  a small  degree,  pre- 
servative was  found  only  in  one  case — dried  fruit — and  then  only 
to  an  extent  of  approximately  5 per  cent,  of  the  amount  allowed 
by  Statute. 

No  sample  was  found  to  contain  any  colouring  matters  pro- 
hibited by  the  regulations,  i.e..  Metallic  Colouring  Matters,  Com- 
pounds of  Antimony,  Arsenic,  Cadmium,  Chromium,  Copper,  Mer- 
cury, Lead,  Zinc,  Gamboge,  and  certain  Coal  Tar  Colours.  So 
far  as  it  is  safe  to  form  a conclusion  upon  the  limited  number  of 
samples  taken  locally,  it  would  appear  that  the  introduction  of 
dangerous  preservatives  and  colouring  matters  into  foods,  for- 
merly practised  to  a considerable  degree,  has  been  discontinued.

(d)  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINA- 
TION OF  FOOD  has  not  been  specially  required  during  the  year 
otherwise  than  for  milk.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  Certified 
Milk  have  been  made  monthly  by  the  Clinical  Research  Associa- 
tion at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Ordinary  chemical 
examinations  of  food  samples  have  been  made  as  usual  by  the 
analyst  who  generally  does  this  work.  The  West  Riding  County 
Council  laboratory  is  also  available,  if  necessary.

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SECTION  F.— PREVAiLENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

For  many  years  the  table  of  notifiable  diseases  for  Batley  has 
been  known  to  be  incorrect.  The  same  is  the  case  for  1932. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  throughout  the  country  cases  are 
notified  as  one  or  other  of  the  scheduled  notifiable  infectious  dis- 
eases which,  on  further  observation,  prove  not  to  be  as  originally 
diagnosed.  The  position  is  the  same  in  Batley.  Attempts  have 
been  made  to  come  to  an  arrangement  with  the  Isolation  Hospitals 
— which  are  controlled  by  separate  Boards  and  are  under  the 
medical  superintendence  of  general  practitioners  in  Birstall  and 
Dewsbury  respectively — by  which,  should  there  be  any  change  in 
the  diagnosis,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Batley  may  be 
informed  in  the  case  of  Batley  patients  ; he  would  be  enabled  thus 
to  correct  the  register  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  and  inform 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  as  is  required  when  submitting  his  weekly 
returns.  Unfortunately  this  is  not  done,  and  the  result  is  an 
annual  table  which  is  untrustworthy. 

SMALLPOX. — ^No  case  occurred  in  Batley  during  the  year. 

DIPHTHERIA  was  notified  on  41  occasions.  There  were  5 
return  cases  and  5 deaths.  Antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Cor- 
poration to  practitioners  free  upon  request.  116,000  units  were 
thus  distributed  during  the  year  at  a cost  of  £9  18s.  Od.  Remarks 
upon  diphtheria  immunisation  were  made  last  year,  and  appear 
on  page  61  of  the  Annual  Report.  The  position  is  similar  to-day. 

ERYSIPELAS  was  notified  six  times.  No  special  comment  is 
called  for. 

SCARLET  FEVER  was  notified  99  times,  and  there  were 
5 return  cases.  In  common  with  neighbourijig  areas,  this 
disease  was  epidemic  during  the  latter  months  of  the 
year.  The  type  was  generally  mild  and  often  difficult 
to  diagnose.  This,  together  with  the  impossibility  of  keeping 
children  from  mixing  with  one  another  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
illness,  was  largely  responsible  for  its  spread.  Continuous  observa- 
tion was  kept  upon  schools,  classes,  and  scholars.  Considerable, 
time  was  occupied  in  this  way  by  the  School  Nurses  and  cases 
were  discovered  which  had  been  missed. 


ENTERIC  FEVER.— No  cases  were  notified. 
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Paratyphoid  B was  notified  once,  but  no  bacteriological  confirma- 
tion was  received.  The  patient  was  a male  aged  23  who  -had  a shop 
in  another  town  and  was  stated  to  be  renowned  “ for  drinking 
plenty  of  watei’.” 

PNEUMONIA  (Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal)  was  noti- 
fied 21  times.  The  regulations  respecting  the  notification  of  this 
disease  are  largely  ignored  by  practitioners.  As  an  illustration 
it  may  be  meiitioned  that  thirty  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to 
pneumonia  during  1931,  and  35  during  1932.  There  would  obviously 
be  many  cases  which  did  not  prove  fatal.  Twelve  of  the  notified 
cases  wmre  removed  to  hospital,  but  it  is  customary  for  patients 
and  their  relatives  to  be  hostile  when  hospital  treatment  is  sug- 
gested. 

PUERPEBAL  FEVER  and  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA.  The 
latter  was  notified  twice.  One  of  the  patients  was  confined  in 
her  own  home,  removed  to  Batley  Hospital,  and  died  there.  The 
death  certificate  stated  the  cause  to  be  Puerperal  Fever,  but  that 
disease  was  never  notified.  The  other  patient  was  confined  in  the 
Maternity  Home  and  the  cause  of  the  pyrexia  was  certified  to  be 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS.— One  case,  a girl  of  seven, 
was  notified  by  a doctor  as  Posterior  Basal  Meningitis  and  at  his 
request  removed  to  Batley  Hospital.  The  House  Surgeon  there 
notified  it  as  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  and  the  girl  was  removed 
to  Oakwell  Hospital.  The  position  bacteriologically  was  never 
precisely  defined,  the  patient  I’ecovered  and  was  discharged. 

INFLUENZA  called  for  no  special  comment,  there  being  no 
epidemic  of  the  disease. 

No  (a)  primary  vaccinations  or  (b)  re-vaccinations  were  per- 
formed by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917,  because  there  were  no 
cases  of  smallpox. 

NON-NOTIFTABLE  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  be- 
come known  to  the  department  principally  through  the  agency  of 
Teachers,  Health  Visitors,  School  Nurses,  School  Attendance 
Officer,  Parents,  etc.  During  1932  Head  Teachers  notified  486 
and  the  School  Attendance  Officer  121  cases,

No  locally  contracted  case  of  ANTHRAX  or  RABIES  was 
notified  during  the  year.  Epidemic  jaundice,  undulant  fever  or 
psittacosis  was  unknown  and  rheumatic  fever  called  for  no  special 
commment. 

No  compulsory  cleansing  of  VERMINOUS  PERSONS  was  re- 
sorted to,  but  many  scholars  were  cleansed  from  vermin  by  their 
parents  under  threat  of  prosecution.
